Children’s Hospital at 400 South Jeffer- 
son avenue, Thursday made public the 
‘| following report about the institution, 
which is nonsectarian in its manage- 
ment and benefactions: 

The children’s hospital maintains four 
departments by which it endeavors to 
promote the health of the children of 
the city. During the year ending Sept. 
30, 1918, in the dispensary 6185 children 
received 20,245 treatments. In the wards 
of the hospital 1574 children had 28,176 
days of care free of cost. At Ridge 
Farm 74 children received 3912 days of 
care. 

The Social Service Department Inves- 
tigated the home conditions and ad- 
vised with the parents of 871 children 
under the care of the hospital. In do- 
ing this 1846 visits were made. 

In the dispensary 4524 were white and 
661: were colored. The religious affilia- 
tions were as follows: Jews, 725; non- 
sectarian, 560; Protestants, 2368; Roman 
Catholies, :1532.

‘TBOA DOLLAR IUST 
FOUND IS GENUINE 


Denver Man, Visiting in St. 
Louis, Recognizes the Descrip- 
tion Sent Out. 


That the 1804 silver dollar, found 
in New Haten, Conn., last week, is 
genuine and worth upwards of $3000, 
is the belief bf Jean Maunovry, a coin 
collector of Denver, who is visiting 
in St. Louis. Maunovry bases his 
opinion.on the description of the coin 
sent out after its discovery by a la- 
borer, who unearthed the dollar when 
excavating. He says the fact that the 


coin bears 13 stars is almost a sure 
indication that it is United States 
money, as English and Spanish coins 
of that period did not bear the stars. 

Most of the 1804 coinage of silver 
dollars was shipped and lost at sea, 
according to Maunovry. He says that 
some of the coins probably got into 
circulation in this country and per- 
sonally knows of seven such coins be- 
ing cwned in the United States. 


Price Is Pat at $3000, 


Maunovry says he saw one of the 
1804 coins tested in the Philadeiphia 
mint, May 3, 1906 and found to be 
genuine. A Mr. Granberg, millionaire 
mine owner of Oshkosh, Wis., is \the 
present owner of the coin. Recently, 
he offered it ¢o Maunovry for $3000. 
Mauncvry says he declined to pur- 
chase the coin at this time. 

The original owner of this 1804 
coin, sc far as’Maunovry knows, was 
Levi Robbin of Bradford, Me. From 
Robbin it passed into the possession 
of Mrs. Harriet Strout at whose death 
it went to Carl Strout. Granberg pur- 
chased the coin from Strout in 1906 
and still holds it. 

The’1804 dollar has been the cause 
of more difference of opinion than 
any other United States coin, accord- 
ing to Maunovry.« He says it is dif- 
ferent from the dies of dollars coinea 
in 1800, 1801, 1802 and 1808. 

The most distinct difference, Mau- 
novry says; is in the figures. The fig- 
ure 4 of the 1804 dollar tapers from 
the upright to almost: the poses of the 
coin. ‘ 

Figures Are: Different. 

Tts cbverse and reverse dies are dif- 
ferent from those of the four preced- 
ing years. The upright of the figure 
4 is twice the distance from the figure 
0 as is the figure 1 from the 0 on the 
1801 dollar. 

The reverse is of an entirely dif- 
ferent die from any of the earlier 
dollars, particularly in the spacing of 
the letters in the inscription. Ac- 
cording to Maunovry, the only way tc 
test the genuineness of a date is by 
applying heat. The weight of a 
genuine 1804 dollar is 420 grains. 3

A year closing in peace might easily have wit- 
nessed the nation-in arms but for the firmness of 
President Wilson: While little has been said 
about it, the fact is that during the last few 
months‘“we have had a demonstration of the ef- 
fectiveness of the policy as to war which Secretary 
Bryan presented to the Powers last April.
